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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants 1 communication paper dated 7/12/04 is acknowledged. Together with 
their earlier amendment(s), applicants have cancelled claims 1-164, 167-188, and 
amended claims 165,166. Therefore, the claims under consideration are the claims 
165,166 which are renumbered as claims 1,2 respectively. 

3. Applicants above stated cancellation of claims, amendments to claims, and their 
remarks are sufficient for the withdrawal of the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 
paragraph second. Therefore, these rejections are now withdrawn. 

4. , Applicants affirm that the compounds of the amended claims 1 65-1 66 differ from 
the earlier granted patents (U.S.P. 6414149 & 6602875) by having R1 component 
different from the references. The instant R1 does not include formyl, acetyl, propionyl 
or carbonyl groups in the defined substituents. Therefore, the rejections made under 
Double Patenting are now withdrawn. 

5. The closest prior art of record ref. Geisen et al (Chemical Abstract DN 

1 16:194353, also cited as EP 470616) teaches pyrimidine derivatives with a core:" 2- 
MeOCH2-pyrimidine-4-OH wherein R4-OH can be modified to piperazine ring having 4 M - 
NR. R of piperazine of the ref. '616 can be CHO, COR3, S02R3, S02NMe2, which are 
different for the instant claim(s). 

6. The ref.'616 does not suggest or indicate to arriving at the instant compounds.
